Brooklyn Museum's longtime director looks back before exit

The outgoing Brooklyn Museum 
director has a piece of advice for his 
successor: march in the West Indian 
American Day Parade. 

Arnold Lehman is retiring after 17 
years spent trying to make sure that 
the borough’s biggest art collection at- 
tracted everyday Brooklynites while 
also maintaining its reputation as a 
world-class institution. How he bal- 
anced the two missions sometimes gar- 
nered him criticism, but his experience 
marching in the Labor Day parade up 
Eastern Parkway during his first day 
on the job reminded him of who he 
was going to work for, he said. 

“It gave me a sense of how diverse 
of a community it is,” Lehman said, 
sitting at his desk in front of a paint- 
ing by French artist Jean Dubuffet. 
“Every few blocks the community 
changes.” 

The world outside his office win- 
dow has informed how he does his 
job ever since, he said. 

“It’s the community’s museum. 
They’re the taxpayers. You want ev- 
eryone who is part of that community 


to patronize and enjoy it,” he said. 

Lehman took the helm at the insti- 
tution in 1997 and, two years later, 
began the free First Saturday promo- 
tion, opening up the museum on the 
first Saturday of every month for peo- 


ple to eat, drink, dance, and check 
out art and artifacts they might oth- 
erwise never see. 

“We were saying, ‘It’s your place, 
and for the evening, it’s yours,’ ” Le- 
hman said. 


But his tenure has rarely been free 
of controversy. The fall of 1999 marked 
the opening of “Sensation,” the now- 
legendary exhibition of contemporary 
British artists that included Chris Ofi- 
li’s mixed-media painting “Holy Vir- 
gin Mary,” which used elephant dung 
and cut-up pieces of pornography to 
depict the biblical figure. The painting 
drew the ire of then-Mayor Rudolph 
Giuliani, a Catholic, who, not having 
seen the exhibit, responded by pull- 
ing the museum’s $7 million in city 
funding and trying to evict it. Leh- 
man sued the mayor and ultimately 
won the subsequent political and legal 
battle that drew worldwide attention, 

0 cementing his cred as a free-speech 

1 defender and doubling the museum’s 
j previous single-day attendance record 

in the process. 

“Not only did it introduce those art- 
ists to a broad American public — it 
showed that this museum would stand 
up for what it believed in,” he said. 

Later exhibits about hip-hop, graf- 
fiti, and “Star Wars” brought Lehman 
under fire from the same elite art world 
he defended in the “Sensation” fight.

Lehman’s legacy: A retrospective

When he steps down in mid-2015, Ar- 
nold Lehman will have spent 18 years as 
director of the Brooklyn Museum. In that 
time he has pushed boundaries, fended 
off controversy, and reached out to new 
audiences. Here is an expertly curated 
timeline to help guide you through Leh- 
man's legacy. 

1997: Lehman takes the director job 

Lehman’s first official act is to march in 
the West Indian American Day Parade, an 
experience he says impressed upon him the 
need to make the museum a place for all of 
the borough’s people. 

1999: First Saturdays begin 

Recognizing the old adage that the best 
things in life are free, the Brooklyn Museum 
starts opening its doors to all — and offer- 
ing cash bars — on the first Saturday of ev- 
ery month. 

Fall 1999: 'Sensation' 

The exhibition’s elephant- dung-and-vulva- 
laden painting of the biblical Mary (at right) 
gets Mayor Rudolph Giuliani’s goat, big-time 
(the dismembered animal carcasses probably 



didn’t help, either). 

The mayor, a Catholic, not having seen the 
exhibit, pulls the museum’s funding, which 
constitutes nearly a third of its $23 -million bud- 
get, and tries to evict it from the city-owned 


building it has occupied since 1897. 

Lehman responds with a federal lawsuit and 
ultimately forces Giuliani to back off. 


2002: 'Star Wars' 

Another big- draw 
exhibition (right) is 
met with hand-wring- 
ing from high-society 
types. 



2000: 'Hip-Hop Nation' 

An exhibition of artifacts and memora- 
bilia makes the case for rap representing a 
major cultural shift in America and world- 
wide. Some in the museum world criticize 
the show as not befit- 


ting the museum, but 
the huge attendance it 
attracts convinces Le- 
hman he is onto some- 
thing. 


2004: A grand 
entrance 

The building’s new glass pavilion opens 
and the plaza’s fountains are unveiled, ending 
a three-year, $63 -million renovation. 

Coinciding with the big reveal is the muse- 
um’s change to its current name, from “Brook- 
lyn Museum of Art.” 


Also, the museum doubles down on its 
commitment to showing local artists with 
the show “Open House: Working in Brook- 
lyn,” featuring 200 of them. 

2005: 'Basquiat' 

The Museum’s 
first solo show of 
the work of native son 
Jean-Michel Basquiat 
(right). 

2006: Graffiti 

A graffiti exhibi- 
tion and a rejiggering 
of how curators work 
together — separat- 
ing the department 
into two groups, one for exhibitions and 
one for permanent collections, rather than 
the subject specialty divisions seen in most 
institutions — draws potshots from the likes 
of Metropolitan Museum of Art chairman 
George Goldner. 

The Manhattan arts bigwig tells the New 
York Times the pop shows are “razzamatazz” 
and compares the curatorial shift to forc- 
ing medical specialists to leave their depart- 
ments. 

2007: Sackler 
Center opens 

An entire wing de- 
voted to feminist art 
opens with Judy Chi- 
cago’s massive instal- 


lation “The Dinner Party” as a centerpiece. 

2011: 'Raw/Cooked' series starts 

The museum starts giving lesser-known 
Brooklyn artists solo shows as part of a re- 
curring series. 

2012: Dance 
parties called 
off 

The museum calls 
off the dance parties 
that had been taking 
place on First Satur- 
days because, draw- 
ing crowds as big 
as 20,000 in warm 
weather, they had 
gotten too big to 
handle. 

2013: Saul opens 

The Michelin-starred restaurant Saul opens 
off of the museum’s Great Hall, giving vis- 
itors a place to take a load off and munch 
some gourmet eats as they contemplate all 
they’ve seen. 

2014: Going out with a bang 

The museum takes a less controversial stand 
for freedom of speech, showcasing dissident 
Chinese artist Ai Weiwei’s work, then stretches 
the limits of the rotunda with a 60 -foot-tall tree 
installation by Gowanus artist Swoon. 

In early September, Lehman announces 
he will retire in mid-2015. 





Gowanus: Ex-prisoners not welcome here 


Plans for parole headquarters get icy reception at meeting

Their sentence is life with pa- 
role. 

Dozens of Gowanus residents 
turned out to a community meet- 
ing on Monday night to lambast 
representatives of the state prison 
system for keeping secret plans 
to consolidate all of Brooklyn’s 
parole offices into a three-story 
headquarters where Second Av- 
enue dead-ends at the Gowanus 
Canal. Some neighbors said the 
5,000 parolees prison reps said 
will be reporting to the new fa- 
cility — 300-400 of them per 
day — will inundate the area 
with crime. 

“This will be bringing an en- 
tirely new element into the neigh- 
borhood,” said an agitated De- 
nise Amses, a local business 
owner, speaking from the back 
of the crowded meeting room. 



Shahla Kaloud, who lives near the planned parole headquarters, called it "scandalous" 
that the state chose the location a year ago but residents are just now learning of it.

“You can’t say this will make the 
neighborhood safe. It already is 
a safe neighborhood. This will 
absolutely change that.” 

The facility under construc- 
tion at 15 Second Ave. is on track 
to open in January, prison reps 
said at the meeting, but neigh- 
bors only became aware of it in 
July, when this paper broke news 
of the plan. 

The disclosure came a full year 
after the reps said the state inked 
a contract for the project. The lack 
of notice infuriated locals. 

“Please give us the respect of 
telling us that this is happening to 
our face,” said Matthew Fairley, 
emphasizing that he is not against 
the parole complex itself. 

The four representatives on 


hand from the Department of 
Corrections and Community Su- 
pervision, which oversees parol- 
ees, apologized for the way out- 
reach has been handled but made 
it clear that the project is moving 
full speed ahead. As for security 
concerns, they said that former 
inmates will be coming to Gow- 
anus to fill out paperwork, not 
to do things that will send them 
back to jail. 

“People are not going to be 
coming there with ill intent,” said 
Thomas Herzog, a deputy com- 
missioner in the department. 

And if somebody does try step- 
ping out of line, Herzog said that 
between the metal detectors and 
the 120 armed “peace officers” 
that will be on hand, it will get 


handled. 

The pledge did not set coun- 
cilman and gun control advo- 
cate Brad Lander (D-Gow- 
anus) at ease. 

“I don’t want 120 armed peace 
officers in the neighborhood!” 
Lander yelled. 

Nor did the crowd seem mol- 
lified when one prison spokes- 
woman said the only major inci- 
dent she has experienced was in 
2010, when a paroled murderer 
shot his parole officer point blank 
in the Downtown office. 

The prison delegation kept its 
cool for the most part, but at one 
point none of the state officials 
present could come up with the 
name of the building’s owner. 
They shuffled through papers in 
search of a clue but ultimately 
moved on to the next question 
without answering. 

The owner is Chaim Simkow- 
itz of Guardian Realty Manage- 
ment, a Kensington real estate 
firm.

Greenpoint's new convention center opens its doors

Move over, Javits Center. 

The new Brooklyn Expo Cen- 
ter in Greenpoint opened its doors 
last weekend for an antiques and 
book show. It went off without a 
hitch, thanks in part to the reno- 
vations the building’s controversial 
owner made to the high-ceilinged, 
box-shaped building, according to 
a spokeswoman for the event’s or- 
ganizer. 

“The space worked so well for 
the event,” said Leigh Infield. “The 
glass windows from floor to ceiling 
bring in so much light and people 
pick up on that energy.” 

The cavernous space that is now 
open for business at 79 Franklin St., 
at Noble Street, is a single open room 
the size of six basketball courts. 

Another, attached space that takes 
up the area of two and a half basket-

Nearly all the major industry

The writing is on the label in 
script: it’s time to get the thing-mak- 
ers in a room together.

ball courts is slated to become part of 
the convention center but is currently 
occupied by retail tenants. 

A third space in a separate, five- 
story building is under construc- 
tion. 

The two -day fair drew more than 
4,000 people and there is a lot of de- 
mand for a place to hold events of its 
size, as opposed to the gargantuan cor- 
porate affairs that take place across the 
East River, a manager said. 

“There are a lot of community- 
based type events that do not need 
as much space as a place like the Javits 
Center,” Brooklyn Expo Center site 
manager Michelle McConnell. “And 
this neighborhood is very special and 
beautiful.” 

The Brooklyn Expo Center is among 
the latest projects of development mo- 
gul Joshua Guttman. 

Guttman’s waterfront Greenpoint 
Terminal Market mysteriously burned 
to the ground eight years ago and his 
latest project in the neighborhood 
caught still-suspicious area residents 
by surprise. 

At this point, Guttman is renting 
the hall for $15,000 per event day and 
$12,000 per loading day.

Dirt money 

Developer digs deep for 
Gowanus cleanup deal

A developer has inked a 
deal with the feds to cover 
tens of millions of dollars 
worth of Gowanus Canal- 
side cleanup in exchange 
for immunity from future 
pollution lawsuits. 

Lightstone Group, which 
plans to build a 12-story, 
700-apartment luxury hous- 
ing complex on 
a canal-front site 
bounded by Carroll 
and Second streets, 
has agreed to foot 
the bill for remov- 
ing toxic soil on the 
site and building a 
new bulkhead along the ca- 
nal. The deal between the 
developer and the Enviorn- 
mental Protection Agency, 
which is overseeing the Su- 
perfund scrub -down of the 
fetid inlet, heightens Light- 
stone’s cleanup commitment 
and lets it off the hook from 
making additional pollution- 
cleaning payouts in the fu- 
ture. One longtime neighbor- 
hood activist who opposes the 
development said anything 
that heals Gowanus and hurts 
Lightstone’s bottom line is 
just fine with her. 

“Any more money that 
Lightstone has to pay out 


is good by me,” said Linda 
Mariano, a member of the 
group Friends and Residents 
of Greater Gowanus. “This is 
definitely a step in the right 
direction.” 

Anti-Lightstone neighbors 
say the project will crowd 
neighborhood schools and 
subways, cause traffic jams, 
stress already over-taxed sew- 
ers, and help price people out 


of the neighborhood. 

The agreement with the 
feds calls for Lightstone to 
spend $20 million mopping 
up the Bond Street lots it is set 
to build on, including under- 
writing the removal of 17,500 
cubic yards of contaminated 
soil, enough to fill about 
17,500 pickup trucks. 

The company had previ- 
ously been cleaning up the 
lots in keeping with its state 
designation as a brownfield 
site. The new deal will wrap 
the process into the larger 
Superfund cleanup, which is 
supposed to start in earnest 
in 2016 or 2017 and take 8-10

years to complete. 

A Lightstone spokes- 
man was quick to say that 
the agreement simply puts in 
writing the commitment to 
appeasing the environmen- 
tally-minded arm of the gov- 
ernment that the company 
has had all along. 

“Look, the bottom line is 
that from day one Lightstone 
met with the EPA and said 
‘What do you need us to do 
to be comfortable with this 
deal?’ ” Lightstone’s Ethan 
Geto said. 

But the Environmental 
Protection Agency says the 
agreement binds Lightstone to 
cleanup efforts beyond those 
it originally promised. Light- 
stone was already planning 
to build a bulkhead along the 


canal to prevent further con- 
tamination. The settlement, 
however, mandates build- 
ing a deeper-than-planned 
bulkhead, which will allow 
a deeper dredging of so-called 
“black mayonnaise,” the pu- 
trid, poisonous sediment lurk- 
ing at the bottom of the water- 
way, according to an agency 
spokesman. 

“This agreement will 
greatly enhance the cleanup 
work they are doing,” agency 
rep Elias Rodriguez said. 
“They were going to have to 
build a bulkhead anyway, but 
this is going to be much deeper 
and more enhanced than what 
they would have otherwise 
done. That is a big deal.” 

The amount of soil to be 
removed also goes beyond the 


quantity originally pledged, 
Rodriguez said. 

The Bond Street site’s 
original developer Toll Broth- 
ers fought the Superfund des- 
ignation and ultimately fol- 
lowed through on a promise 
to ditch the development il 
it went through, bailing or 
its $5.75 million down pay- 
ment in 2010. 


Agency officials cheered the 
Lighstone conrtact as prooi 
that private efforts to clean 
up along the canal can coex- 
ist with their program. 

“These settlements illus- 
trate that the Superfund pro- 
gram can work in parallel 
with redevelopment,” said Ju- 
dith Enck, regional director 
of the agency 


Changing of guard at 
Prospect Park Alliance

Brooklyn’s backyard has a new 
person in charge of its front of- 
fice. 

The parks department and the 
Prospect Park Alliance have ap- 
pointed a new head to the Alliance, 
the private group which manages the 
park. The new head honcho, Park 
Sloper Sue Donoghue, is coming to 
the position from a city job manag- 
ing green spaces and said she is ex- 
cited to work closer to home. 

“It gives me an opportunity to 
give back to a place my family and 
I love and couldn’t live without,” 
said new prez Sue Donoghue in a 
statement. 

Donoghue worked for the Depart- 
ment of Parks and Recreation for the 


past six years, overseeing the im- 
plementation of PlaNYC, a sustain- 
ability-oriented program that planted 
more than 900,000 trees and built 
eight parks across the five boroughs, 
according to the parks department. 
In her new role, Donoghue will di- 
rect the fund-raising and operations 
that keep the park lean, clean, and 
green. 

Donoghue, a long-time Brooklyn 
resident, replaces Emily Lloyd, who 
left greener pastures behind in Jan- 
uary to become Mayor DeBlasio’s 
commissioner to the Department of 
Environmental Protection. Lloyd had 
been the park’s green queen for just 
three years, taking the helm in De- 
cember of 2010. 

Before Lloyd, Tupper Thomas 
had run Prospect Park since 1980, 


first as a city administrator, then as 
president of the Prospect Park Al- 
liance, which she oversaw the cre- 
ation of. 

As word of the hire spread, praise 
for Donoghue rolled in from offi- 
cials across New York. 

“Sue is a great problem- solver 
and a natural coalition-builder, and a 
champion for the sustainability and 
diversity of our parks,” said Coun- 
cilman Brad Lander (D-Park Slope) 
in a statement. 

The Prospect Park Alliance was 
created in 1987 to channel philan- 
thropist money into sprucing up the 
then-bedraggled park. Funding from 
the Alliance pays for a bulk of the 
park’s budget, and the group main- 
tains the greensward with help from 
the city.

G'point commuters say drawbridge 
raising at rush hour has to stop now

It’s a bridge over troubled 
rush hour. 

Car commuters trying to 
travel to Queens via Green- 
point’s Pulaski drawbridge 
are demanding the Coast 
Guard stop boats from motor- 
ing up Newtown Creek dur- 
ing rush hour, when they say 
traffic is regularly brought 
to a standstill by the bridge 
being raised for a sole ves- 
sel to pass. 

The volume of auto traf- 
fic on the bridge ballooned in 
the 1990s and has remained 
greater than ever before in its 
history since 2000, meaning 
the blocked road is a head- 
ache for a boatload of driv- 
ers. 

“It has always been an is- 
sue over the years. You get 
caught on the way to work or 
going home and mutter under 
your breath,” said Greenpoint 
resident Glenn Radecki, who 
started a petition last week to 


stop the bridge from going 
up during morning and eve- 
ning rush hours. “But now 
there are many, many more 
people trying to get over the 
bridge.” 

A 29-year low of 25,279 


motorists crossed the bridge 
in 1993, and by 2000, that 
number was hovering around 
37,000, where it remained in 
2012, the last year for which 
city data is available. 

The 60-year-old draw- 


bridge’s aging hardware has 
made matters worse lately. 

The week before last, 
the bridge got stuck in the 
up position and remained 
there for an hour and a half 
while city workers scram- 
bled to fix it, according to 
commuters and a commu- 
nity board member. 

Tall boats cause the bridge 
to open an average of twice a 
day, according to the Coast 
Guard. Many of them are 
barges carrying industrial 
materials and waste from 
businesses along Newtown 
Creek.

Residents and Assembly- 
man Joe Lentol (D-Green- 
point) say something has to 
be done, but the Coast Guard 
says the boats’ schedule is up 
to Mother Nature. 

“The trips need to be made 
during high tides, so if high 
tide is during the morning 
or evening rush hour, unfor- 
tunately that is when ships 
need the bridge to be open,” 
said Coast Guard spokesman 
Russ Tippets. 

Lentol said he plans to 
reach out to the Coast Guard 
to try to work out a compro- 
mise. 

One Geenpointer stressed 
that there is more than 
just boat and car traffic at 
stake. 

“It is a critical cross- 
ing, especially because of 
the bike and pedestrian el- 
ements,” said Teresa Toro, 
referring to the bridge’s bike- 
and-pedestrian path that is 
set for an upgrade. “It can- 
not be underestimated that 
there is an impact here and a 
broader regional impact be- 
cause you are talking about 
deliveries and travel between 
Brooklyn and Queens. This 
is not a little Greenpoint 
problem.” 

The Department of Trans- 
portation refused to an- 
swer questions related to 
the bridge-raising. 



Another Williamsburg venue to close

Another scrappy Wil- 
liamsburg music venue is 
closing its doors. 

Death By Audio will close 
next month, after seven years 
in business, its owners an- 
nounced last week. The duo 
said the shuttering was ex- 
pected given the fleeting na- 
ture of liquor-license-free 
concert spaces specializing 
in independent music. 

“All ages, DIY music ven- 
ues are almost by definition 
temporary, and we feel for- 
tunate to have lasted in this 
space for this long,” own- 
ers Edan Wilber and Matt 
Conboy wrote on their blog. 
“We knew from the begin- 
ning that it couldn’t last for- 
ever and we are extremely 
grateful to everyone who has 
performed or attended any 
of our shows.” 

The venue on S. Second 
Street between Kent and 
Wythe avenues has seen the 
shiny, new Williamsburg rise 
all around it, the pair mused 


Some of the more well- 
known acts that have graced 
the stage over the years include 
Dirty Projectors, Dan Deacon, 
and Thee Oh Sees. 

The Death By Audio com- 
pany, which makes gui- 
tar fuzz pedals in the same 
space, will stay in business, 
Wilber and Conboy wrote. It 
will operate out of a tempo- 
rary location until they can 
find something more perma- 
nent, they said. 


During the past couple of 
years, popular Williamsburg 
venues Public Assembly, 
House of Yes, and Zebulon 
have all closed. House of Yes 
is set to reopen on Jefferson 
Street in Bushwick, but Pub- 
lic Assembly and Zebulon 
appear gone for good. 

Death By Audio’s last day 
will be Nov. 22. The venue 
minders promised 75 days 
of “great programming” un- 
til then.

“When we first moved 
onto S. Second Street, the 
only things on our block were 
a used police car lot and sev- 
eral empty buildings,” they 
wrote. “Now there are a half 
dozen expensive restaurants, 
bars, a daycare center and a 
new condo building.” 

Regulars said they are dev- 
astated by the news. 

“It has been the consistent 
answer to me being asked 


‘What’s the best venue in 
New York?’ for five years,” 
said Jordan Michael Ian- 
nucci, a show promoter who 
occasionally books shows at 
Death By Audio and is often 
in the audience there. “Its fo- 
cus were bands that existed 
within the context of a na- 
tional scene. DBA is where 
touring bands would play, and 
they would play there regard- 
less of whether they had a lot 
of buzz behind them.”

SOLD! 

Developer buys 
Heights library 
for $52 million

Brooklyn Public Library officials 
have chosen a buyer to knock down 
the 52 -year-old Brooklyn Heights branch 
and build in its place a 20 -story apart- 
ment building with a shiny new library 
on the ground floor. 

Money from the $52 million deal 
will go to other branches in the sys- 
tem and toward building out the interior 
of the replacement branch, according 
to library officials. Library president 
Linda Johnson said the sale is good for 
Brooklynites, who data show are rely- 
ing on a crumbling system with $280 
million in unmet repairs. 

“We will take proceeds from the sale 
and invest them in libraries across the 
borough,” Johnson said in a meeting with 
reporters before the board met. “By tak- 
ing these steps we will build a library 
that this community deserves.” 

An initial plan for the tower, to be built 
by Hudson Companies and designed by 
Marvel Architects, include 132 market- 
rate apartments, retail space, and a gym 
for nearby Saint Ann’s School, in addi- 
tion to the replacement library. 

Hudson also pledged to build 1 14 be- 
low-market-rate apartments elsewhere 
in the area served by Community Board 
2, which includes BoerumHill, Brook- 
lyn Heights, Clinton Hill, Fort Greene, 
Downtown, and Dumbo. 

But all those details could change, 
Johnson said. 

During the expected three-and-a-half 
year construction of the new building 
on the corner of Cadman Plaza West 
and Clinton Street, Hudson will foot 
the bill for a temporary library space at 
Our Lady of Lebanon Church, on Rem- 
sen Street between Henry and Clinton 
streets. But before anything happens 
the project will have to go through a 
lengthy approval process. 

The library in the newly constructed 
building is set to be roughly one-third 
the size of the current branch. But book- 
lending honchos say that by moving 
the Career and Business Services Li- 
brary, which is currently housed in the 
Heights branch building, to the Central 
Library, the new branch will actually 
have more space for patrons. 

Johnson said the real estate deal 
was necessary because the system is 
strapped for cash and cannot afford 
to make needed repairs at the Heights 
branch or other borough libraries. 

“There has been a shameful under- 
funding of the capital needs of the li- 
brary systems,” she said. 

Library numbers analyzed by the Cen- 
ter for an Urban Future in a recent re- 
port show branches have only $20.8 
million lined up for $300 million worth 
of improvements, including $9 million 
for the Heights branch, which has suf- 


fered prolonged closures and reduced 
hours in recent summers due to a de- 
crepit air-conditioning system. 

But not everyone is buying it. The 
activist group Citizens Defending Li- 
braries, which has opposed the sale of 
the Heights branch since the call for 
bids was issued last year, showed up for 
the library board meeting on Tuesday 
night and railed against the library’s 
board after it voted unanimously to 
pick Hudson. 

“You’re a liar!” protester Marsha 
Rimler yelled at Johnson after the 
meeting. 

The group believes that the estimated 
costs for repairs to library buildings 
have been intentionally inflated in or- 
der to justify their sale. 

“The public’s interest has not been 
the primary concern,” said Pearl Hoch- 
stadt, a Brooklyn Heights resident since 
1953. “There’s been too much consider- 
ation for real estate interests.” 

Johnson brushed away the criticism 
at the pre-meeting discussion, the con- 
vening of which seemed to indicate that 


the unanimous vote in the evening was 
a forgone conclusion. 

“People who are opposed to this are 
just opposed to change or opposed to 
development in general,” she said. 

Hudson is the developer behind the 
23 -story tower at 626 Flatbush Ave. 
in Prospect Lefferts Gardens, which 
some neighbors are fighting because 
they say it will crowd the neighbor- 
hood and cast a shadow over nearby 
Prospect Park. 

Johnson said that profits from the sale 
will fund upgrades at the Walt Whitman, 
Washington Irving, and Pacific branches 
— the latter of which was once on the 
block itself because of the expensive re- 
pairs it needs. But the money from this 
sale stands to only put a dent in the pile 
of problems at Pacific, not to mention 
the system as a whole. Michael White, 
the protest group’s founder, says this 
sell-off is only the first of many. 

“What you see here is what you can 
expect across the rest of the system,” 
he said.

MC Frontalot puts a twisted take on classic fairy tales

nd they all lived rap-pily 
ever after. 

Hip-hop musician MC 
Frontalot is best known as the 
godfather of nerdcore rap — a 
genre that mixes hip-hop with 
geeky topics such as video games 
and good grammar. But in his new 
album “Question Bedtime,” the 
Lefferts Gardens resident mines 
subject matter more fantastical 
than “Voltron” or Dungeons & 
Dragons: children’s fairy tales. 

“I generated a list of fairy tales 
that I wanted to explore,” said 
Frontalot, whose real name is Da- 
mian Hess. “I wanted to write 
some really familiar ones so that 
I could stray from the stories in 
interesting ways, and then there 
are some other stories that my 
English-speaking, Western au- 
dience might not have caught 
wind of.” 

For example, on the album’s 
third track “Gold Locks,” Gold- 
ilocks does more than just break 
into houses because she is hungry 
and tired — she also terrorizes and 
murders kids in the woods. Other 
familiar tales that get the Fronta- 
lot twist include “Little Red Rid- 
ing Hood” and “The Emperor’s 
New Clothes,” as well as lesser- 
known fables such as Japanese 
folk tale “The Ugly Son.” 

Frontalot calls “Question Bed- 
time” “liminally a children’s re- 
cord,” and for that reason, he nixed 
any foul language. But the album 
still has the same frenetic appeal 
as his five other adult-aimed records. 

The concept album is a new direction 
for Frontalot, but the poindexter performer 
said he does not feel limited by the “nerd- 
core” label. 

“I came up with the term, so anything 


I do will be nerdcore,” he said. “I have 
always written about whatever I wanted 
to write about.” 

The title does make some for some awk- 
ward fan encounters, though. 

“People come up to me and talk about 


astrophysics and my eyes turn opaque 
and they are very disappointed to learn 
that I am not versed in all areas of nerd- 
dom,” he said. 

Frontalot will play a hometown gig at 
Littlefield in Gowanus on Sept. 20. He said 


he is still plotting the stage show, but ex- 
pects that it will include pajamas.

D’town author conjurs 
up a book on ‘D&D’

ill you roll the dice on 
this book launch? 
You’re rushing to a 
pop-up artisinal snow pea ven- 
dor in Greenpoint on Sept. 25 
when the skies open up and a 
freak thunderstorm forces you 
to take shelter in Word book- 
store. You plan to kill time pre- 
tending to enjoy reading Sar- 
tre, but as you look around, all 
you see are robes, wizard hats, 


and prosthetic elf ears — you 
have wandered into the paper- 
back launch of Downtown au- 
thor David Ewalt’s book “Of 
Dice and Men: The Story of 
Dungeons & Dragons and the 
People Who Play It.” 

A friend of lesser consti- 
tution abandons your party, 
running across the street to 
suck down a kale smoothie, 
but you roll a saving throw 
and it comes up 20, so you 
cautiously take a seat. Ewalt 
is explaining how the table -top 


role-playing game birthed 40 
years ago and oft associated 
with the basement- dwelling 
set has indelibly shaped Amer- 
ican pop culture today. 

“It’s really influential and 
had a big effect on a whole gen- 
eration — not just in the video 
game business,” he says. “[Di- 
rector and actor] Jon Favreau 
first learned how to tell stories 
by being a dungeon master and 
playing D&D with friends.” 

It is less a nerdy pastime 
and more a social and intel- 
lectual exercise, Ewalt tells 
the crowd. 

“There’s a lot of medi- 
cal and scientific research 
that shows that role-play- 
ing games are therapeutic 
and make you smarter and 
healthier,” he says. 

And behind all the many- 
sided-dice and dioramas lies 
a dramatic origin tale of back- 
stabbing and intrigue, Ewalt 



reads from his book. 

“This is the story of a com- 
pany that had every imagin- 
able thing wrong happen to 
it — international scandals, 
people thought game was Sa- 
tanic — they made every mis- 
take possible in the business 
world,” he says. 

Piqued, you buy a copy of 
the Ewalt’s tome, and thanks 
to your charisma-heavy stat 
sheet, he happily signs it before 
inviting you to play a game of 
Munchkin — a easy-to-learn 
card game that parodies the 
fantasy genre. 

“If you’ve ever watched 
‘Game of Thrones,’ you’ll see 
the humor,” he assures you.

Rabbi Dan Ain is ringing in the Jewish New 
Year with a set of music-infused services at 
the Boerum Hill event space Roulette that he 
hopes will attract young Jews who have been 
losing their religion. 

“A lot of people in my age bracket and 
younger have given up on religion,” said Ain, 
who is 37. “They think of it as something for 
their parents.” 

Ain wants to change their minds with ser- 
vices on Rosh Hashanah and Yom Kippur that 
he hopes will bring a contemporary under- 
standing to holy day traditions. 

“We’re trying to capture the best of what Ju- 
daism has to offer,” he said. That includes a com- 
munity of people to gather with and a chance to 
start fresh in the new year, he explained. 

The services will also include musical ac- 
companiment from Jeremiah Lockwood, a can- 
tor and guitarist who fuses Jewish prayers with 
his other passion — the blues. 

“The aim is to reconcile a tradition that is 
very old with something that’s more of the 
moment,” said Lockwood, who fronts local 
outfit Sway Machinery. 

Rabbi Ain works for the 92nd Street Y, a 
Jewish cultural center on the distant island of 
Manhattan, but lives in Park Slope.

“A lot of the people I’m reaching haven’t 
connected with the synagogues here in Brook- 
lyn, in spite of all the good work they do,” Ain 
said.

Filmfest celebrates motorcycle movies 


B ensonhurst’s newest Vietnam- 
ese restaurant is pho-king deli- 
cious! 

Pho and Co. opened on 86th Street 
on Labor Day, and safe to say, these 
guys are not just phoning it in. 

Normally, you don’t review a res- 
taurant based on the soup, but with a 
name like Pho and Co., it was a pho- 
regone conclusion. 

Pho (pronounced “fuh?” with an 
upward inflection at the end) is a tra- 
ditional Vietnamese soup — usually 
beef — with rice noodles, herbs and 
fresh vegetables. The most pho-nda- 
mental part is the dish’s aromatic broth, 
which here is made from beef stock 
cooked with charred ginger, clove-stud- 
ded onions, star anise, cinnamon, and 
a pinch of yellow rock sugar. 

Pho and Co.’s un-pho-gettable Pho 
Special ($7.50) is heavier on the sweet 
and than spice, but the ever-subtle an- 
ise still shines through. The fledgling 
restaurant avoids two major pitfalls 
for pho broth — its take is neither too 
salty nor too fatty. 

My helmet- sized bowl came with 
noodles, thin slices of brisket, and Viet- 
namese meatballs. To garnish, bean 
sprouts, Thai basil (Italian Basil’s lic- 
orice-tinged cousin), and a lime wedge 
— but no chili pepper. Get with the 
pho-gram, people! After I asked, my 
server brought some of the pre-req- 


uisite hot peppers in no time. 

To wash it down, order a Vietnam- 
ese iced coffee — which is essentially 
rocket fuel mixed with sweetened con- 
densed milk. Mine took a good 10 
minutes to make, because the eatery

brews it fresh using Cafe Du Monde 
chicory coffee and a traditional metal 
drip phin filter. 

All told, Pho and Co. does a great job 
— especially for a newly-opened res- 
taurant. So if you’re planning on leav- 
ing Bensonhurst for Vietnamese food, 
phoghedaboudit! — Max Jaeger

D im the lights and start 
your engines! 

A little -known Amer- 
ican motorbike racing leg- 
end is roaring into Williams- 
burg on Sept. 25 — but he 
is coming via two reels, not 
two wheels. 

“Roper #7” is just one doz- 
ens of motorcycle -themed 
films that will screen at the 
Gutter bar and bowling alley 
Sept. 24-27 as part of the Mo- 
torcycle Film Festival. The 
short film chronicles the ca- 
reer of Dave Roper, a vintage 
bike enthusiast who has been 
racing for 42 years. 

Roper motored into the 
history books when he be- 
came the first American to 
ever win the International 
Isle of Man Tourist Trophy 
in 1984. Over the years, he 
claims to have broken 25 
bones, suffered a collapsed 
lung, and lost the tips of two 
fingers on the track — but 
he is still riding today. 

The film’s creator said he 
hopes to create a whole se- 


ries of shorts profiling the 
personalties in Roper’s niche 
racing community. 

“These guys are all com- 
petitive with each other, but 
there is so much camaraderie 
and such a great community,” 
said filmmaker Don Lange, 
who lives in Brooklyn part- 
time. “It is a really cool story, 
and Dave is a great guy.” 

The founders of the fest 
said their event heralds a 
much-needed rev-ival of 
hogs on screen. 

“Motorcycles and mov- 
ies have been intertwined 
since the teens or the ’20s, 
but now we are trapped in the 
world of YouTube and tiny 
computer screens,” said co- 
founder Jack Drury. “People 
are missing out on the expe- 
rience of watching motorcy- 
cles on the big screen. Even 
if you do not ride a bike, it 
is the closest you can get to 
being in that moment.” 

In addition to shorts such 
as “Roper #7,” the four-day 
festival will feature a broad 
range of other motorcycle - 
related films, including ani- 
mation, features, and exper- 


imental works. On the final 
day, 12 judges will select win- 
ners from each category. 

The festival received more 
than 70 film submissions this 
year — aresponse that proves 
just how many riders out there 
wheelie want to share their 
love for the machines, ac- 
cording to Drury. 

“These are not all movies 
about guys in biker gangs,” 
said Drury. “It is nice for 
people to know that motor- 


cycle folks are pretty wide 
in their interests and their 
communities.”

"Through the Woods" 
by Emily Carroll: If you’re 
squeamish or easily spooked, 
maybe you should keep the 
lights on — this book will 
make you shiver. In her debut 
graphic short story collec- 
tion, Emily Carroll melds art, 
fairy tales, and fear into the 
perfect witching-hour read. 
If Kate Beaton and Edgar Al- 
len Poe had a kid, it might 
create a book as thrilling and 
lovely as Carroll’s, but prob- 
ably not.

Heavy workload 

Lefferts Gardens rocker has three bands

I f idle hands are the devil’s workshop, 
this Holy Son is very holy, indeed. 
Lefferts Gardens musician Emil 
Amos is currently working on at least 
six different albums, including new 
releases from his psychedelic-leaning 
instrumental band Grails and iconic 
doom metal outfit Om. And when he 
is not in the studio, he is rehearsing 
with a new touring band for his long- 


time solo project Holy Sons. 

It might all sound very rock and 
roll, but keeping it all together is less 
about musical chops and more about 
serious scheduling, Amos said. 

“It’s all about figuring out the 
workload,” he said. “I need to know 
what’s the next deadline for which 
record. They have totally different 
moods and personalities and I can’t 
blur those lines.” 

The mood of his work in Holy Sons 
— particularly the recently-released 


album “The Fact Facer” — is best de- 
scribed as dour. The record has a noose 
prominently feature on its cover and 
contains track titles such as “Back 
Down to the Tombs” and “Doomed 
Myself.” And the songs themselves am- 
plify this theme, with tempos rarely 
getting above that of a resting heart- 
beat, plus plenty of moody keyboard- 
playing and vocals. 

But Amos views the album as a 
hopeful one. 

“I think even though it sounds re- 


ally dark and depressed, it’s secretly 
pointing an arrow toward appreciating 
life,” said Amos, who plays Union Pool 
on Sept. 25. “It’s a blueprint to get out 
of those modes of thinking.” 

Ever the work-horse, Amos played 
every note of “The Fact Facer” him- 
self — as he did with every other Holy 
Sons release. 

He doesn’t need to go it alone — es- 
pecially considering how many mu- 
sicians he collaborates and consorts 
with — but Amos said he has very 
good reasons for doing so. 

“When one person has the opportu- 
nity to touch every single instrument 
in a song,” he said, “they’re telling 
you that much more information about 
what they’re going through. It’s a to- 
tally authentic expression of how they 
are feeling in that moment.” 

Holy Sons at Union Pool (484 Union 
Ave. between Skillman Avenue and 
Conselyea Street in Williamsburg,

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His way is the high way 

Real estate exec pitches tram network for waterfont

This guy wants to get you 
high before work. 

A real estate executive is 
pitching a network of sky- 
scraping trams as a way to 
beat the crowded subway 
commute between waterfront 
Brooklyn neighborhoods and 
lower Manhattan. Under the 
proposal, the gondola cars 
would whisk Brooklynites 
between Dumbo, the Navy 
Yard, Williamsburg, Green- 
point, and spots in Queens 
and Manhattan. Trams, 
which are used as a tourist 
attraction in cities worldwide, 
are an untapped technology 
that could alleviate the under- 
ground and roadway conges- 
tion that is mounting due to 
development near the water- 
front, said Daniel Levy, pres- 
ident of CityRealty, a website 
for apartment seekers. 

“An aerial transportation 
system would be a relatively 
inexpensive and quickly- 
deployable solution here 
in New York,” he said in a 
statement.

Levy is seeking private 
funding for the scheme that 
he says could speed commut- 
ers from Brooklyn to Man- 
hattan in just four minutes, 
handling as many as 5,000 
commuters per hour, and 
shaving as much as a half 
hour off of train transit times. 
In other words, it is perfect 
for well-heeled Williamsburg 
residents looking to escape 
the crunch of the Bedford Av- 
enue L stop without having to 
leave behind those East River 
views. The project would cost 
$225 -$300 million, accord- 
ing to a rep for the East River 
Skyway group. 

A longtime advocate for 
alternative transit networks 
in Brooklyn, particularly the 
return of the streetcar to 
Red Hook, said the gondola 
scheme is not a bad idea, but 


that it wouldn’t work without 
something feeding it. Some- 
thing like a streetcar. 

“Gondola service would 
take a lot of muscle, but then 
again [railroad and shipping 
magnate] Cornelius Vander- 
bilt started off rowing a ferry 
between Staten Island and 
Manhattan, and that took 
muscle, too,” said Bob Dia- 
mond, who once ran a trol- 
ley along Beard Street in Red 
Hook before the city pulled 
the plug on it along with 
the idea of a larger street- 
car system. “But it needs to 
be planned out properly. You 
need a coordinated service 
plan to distribute people into 
the neighborhoods.” 

Diamond’s Vanderbilt ref- 
erence could not immediately 
be verified.

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Talking domestic violence

R ay Rice, a star foot- 
ball player in the 
NFL, knocked his fi- 
ance out with a single punch 
in an Atlantic City eleva- 
tor. He was charged with 
felony aggravated assault, 
but entered an intervention 
program that allowed him 
to avoid prison and may let 
his record be wiped clean. 
Many are outraged that he 
was only facing a two game 
suspension from football be- 
fore the video of the incident 
went public. 

What does this have to do 
with my teenage girls? 

On the long list of things 
my daughters should know 
about before heading off into 
the world, domestic violence 
ranks high. It seems not to 
have touched their lives di- 
rectly, but statistics suggest 


we know fami- 
lies who experi- 
ence violence in- 
side their homes, 
although these 
incidents re- 
main invisible 
to neighbors and 
friends. 

Almost certainly, my girls 
each have classmates who 
have witnessed one parent 
physically attacking the 
other, most likely a father, 
stepfather, or boyfriend hit- 
ting their wife or partner. 

The numbers are alarm- 
ing — one in four women 
has been the victim of se- 
vere physical violence by 
an intimate partner — and 
what worries me most is 
that these attacks are most 
common among women be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 24. 


My daughters may quickly 
face dangerous situations in 
new romantic relationships 
and they will need to know 
what to do. 

I remember talking to 
my girls a number of years 
ago when the singer Chris 
Brown was arrested for at- 
tacking his then-girlfriend 
and pop star Rhianna. To my 
shock and dismay, both my 
daughters were unwilling to 
pass judgment on Brown or 
say hitting your girlfriend or 
boyfriend is never, ever okay. 


I felt like a failure as a dad 
in that moment, worrying I 
had somehow set them up to 
become future victims. 

Now, one in high school 
and the other in college, they 
have witnessed romantic re- 
lationships among peers, 
opining that some are good 
and some aren’t. They are 
able to more clearly articu- 
late what it feels like to be 
treated respectfully. When 
my older girl left for school, 
we agreed she could bring 
home any partner as long 
as they treated each other 
with respect. 

Janay Rice, Ray’s wife 
and the woman he flattened 
with a hard left to the jaw, de- 
fends her husband. This isn’t 
uncommon among those on 
the receiving end in abusive 
relationships. Often (as may 


be the case with Mrs. Rice 
— who gave up working to 
care for their young daugh- 
ter) the victim doesn’t have 
the resources or support to 
break free. 

I talk to my daughters 
about careers, work, and 
financial independence, 
but these issues take on 
new meaning in the face 
of a violent partner. Hav- 
ing a clear sense of what is 
and isn’t acceptable in in- 
timate relationships is es- 
sential for them to ensure 
they don’t end up in a bad 
situation. 

The public drama of Ray 
and Janay Rice offer me the 
chance to talk with my girls 
about the often hidden issue 
of domestic violence. 

It is an unfortunate oppor- 
tunity that I can’t pass up.

Take the bait! 

Feds to vaccinate raccoons by leaving 
anti-rabies munchies out to munch on

Come and get it! 

The feds and an upstate 
college are using vaccine- 
laced treats to inoculate 
Brooklyn’s raccoons against 
rabies, the city announced 
last week. 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture will set up feed- 
ing chutes full of the me- 
dicinal morsels in Brook- 
lyn’s green spaces, agency 
representatives said. The 


agency is using the oldest 
trick in the book to make 
sure these raccoons take 
their medicine. 

“It’s like putting a pill 
inside some peanut butter 
for your dog,” said the Agri- 
culture Department’s Carol 
Bannerman. 

The vaccines are coated 
in a “very smelly, fishy- 
scented material” made of 
vegetable fat, icing sugar, 
and marshmallow flavor- 
ing, she said. 


The laboratory-produced 
lucky charms are safe for 
pets to eat, but too many 
might cause vomiting, re- 
searchers said. The vaccine 
can cause a rash in humans, 
but only if it gets into an open 
wound, Bannerman said. 

Cornell University is 
funding the project with a 
state grant. 

The undertaking offers 
the Ivy League agricultural 
school a rare research op- 
portunity, said spokes-

woman Laura Bigler. 

“Once the vaccine is in 
the field, animals are live- 
trapped and we take a sample 
of blood from the raccoons 
to determine what propor- 
tion have been immunized 
and see how to work more 
effectively,” she said. 

The exact locations where 
the biologists will set up the 
inoculation stations is still 
under review, Bigler said. 

Generally, feeding sta- 
tions will stretch along 
Brooklyn’s waterfront from

Bannerman said. 

But neither the city, the

But the shows drew people in 
droves and the criticism that 
they did not keep up the high- 
falutin standards expected of 
an art museum never stung, 
Lehman said. 

“ ‘Populist’ was never 
considered a dirty word 
here,” he said. “You have 
to be willing to take some 
risks. Taking risks is really 
important.” 

As a matter of fact, the 
hip-hop exhibit marked a 
turning point in how the 
borough sees the museum, 
as well as the first time that 
kids dragged their parents 
to see a show rather than 
the other way around, Le- 
hman said. 

“It was a key change agent 
in how the museum was per- 
ceived,” he said. 

On Lehman’s watch, the 
average visitor age has dived 
from more than 55 to 35 and 
the annual attendance and 
endowment have more than 
doubled, the museum said. 

Lehman also re-imag- 
ined the way the museum 
was managed, restructuring 
the curatorial department in 


2006 to allow for more col- 
laboration among scholars 
who formerly worked only 
within a specialized niche 

— a move observers ques- 
tioned at the time. 

Another feather in Leh- 
man’s cap was the 2007 open- 
ing of the Elizabeth A. Sack- 
ler Center for Feminist Art, 
featuring Judy Chicago’s 
famed installation “The Din- 
ner Party” as a centerpiece. 
But even that did not pass 
without controversy, as long- 
time feminist artists staged 
a counter- show to coincide 
with the center opening, say- 
ing they were shut out. 

Today, as Lehman eyes 
the exit — he wraps up his 
stint as director mid-2015 

— First Saturdays are still 
running, though the dance 
parties that at times drew 
crowds as big as 20,000 got 
the kibosh in 2012.

Oil dumping back on ravaged Newtown Creek

Someone has been dumping oil 
into the Newtown Creek, further 
polluting the notoriously filthy wa- 
terway, according to the state. 

Environmental watchdogs at the 
Department of Environmental Con- 
servation are on the hunt for the 
culprits after fresh oil sheens ap- 
peared atop the fetid channel in re- 
cent weeks, a rep said. 

“The state Department of Envi- 
ronmental Conservation’s environ- 
mental conservation officers are ac- 
tively investigating this and earlier 
incidents of oil sheens and black 
oil slicks on Newtown Creek,” said 
spokesman Peter Constantakes.

The agency started hearing re- 
ports of oil on the water this sum- 
mer, but it wasn’t until Monday, 
when it got an anonymous tip about 
a fresh spill, that it launched an 
investigation and cleanup in tan- 
dem with the Coast Guard, Con- 
stantakes said. 

The state and Coast Guard placed 
absorbent booms in the water near a 
bridge over an inlet on the Queens 
side of the creek. 

A neighbor says she is disap- 
pointed that someone is pouring 
petroleum products into Newtown 
Creek, but given that it is a federally 
designated Superfund cleanup site 
that once suffered an oil spill three 
times the size of the Exxon Valdez 
disaster, she is not surprised. 

“It is par for the course when you 
consider Greenpoint history with 
environmental issues,” said resident 
Holly Fairall, who is planning to 
move her family out of Greenpoint 
because she is concerned about be- 
ing poisoned.

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Money talks 


Startups seek shakeup 
through online currencies

The bottom line at these 
social networking companies 
is that they look beyond the 
bottom line. 

Two Brooklyn startups, 
Emrals and Igobono, are try- 
ing to harness social networks 
to getpeople working together, 
to clean up city neighborhoods 
and reduce waste while devel- 
oping a parallel economy, re- 
spectively The approach flies 
in the face of profit-minded 
companies whose main goal 
is to get subscribers logged in 
and keep them there for ad- 
vertisers to beam information 
to. But the two companies say 
that, beyond making money, 
they are trying to make a dif- 
ference. Both propose to cul- 
tivate a community of like- 
minded users and incentivize 
good deeds with online cur- 
rency, but that is about where 
the similarities end. 

The founder of Emrals 
hopes to encourage people 
to clean up their neighbor- 
hoods by awarding them 
points for performing tasks. 
The points, in turn, can even- 
tually be exchanged for cold, 
hard cash. 

“We want to create a com- 
munity of people who want 
to clean up, who want to get 
their hands dirty,” said Sean 
Auriti, who also founded the 
Greenpoint do-it-yourself 
space Alpha One Labs. 

The idea behind Emrals, 
which was a finalist in the 
city’s BigApps competition 
this year, is for users to ad- 
dress litter problems in their 
communities by posting pic- 
tures to the website, then as- 
signing a value to the task of 
cleaning it up. The offer is 
not in cash though; it is in a 
currency, also called Emrals, 
that is unique to the site. But 
Emrals can be bought with 
and converted back to regular 
cash. The current exchange 
rate is 100 Emrals to $1. 

After users clean up the 
problem area they take a pic- 
ture, mark the listing as com- 
plete, and when the poster ap- 
proves the cleanup, they get 
paid the promised amount. 

“I want to empower peo- 
ple to clean up the city,” Au- 
riti said. 

The Dumbo-operated 
website Igobono, on the 
other hand, plans to keep its 
proprietary currency sepa- 
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“We’re creating a self-suf- 
ficient complimentary econ- 
omy,” said Max Volsky, co- 
founder of Igobono. “We’re 
not competing with the reg- 
ular economy.” 

Volsky wants to facil- 
itate the exchange of un- 
used household items and 
various kinds of services, 
but in a system where users 
have more of a stake than the 
Craigslist “Free” section. In 
other words, a person who is 
short on cash but needs some- ° 
thing like a mop or a washer- | 
dryer hookup installation can - 
trade his or her own items or 
labor for “bonos,” which can 
then be exchanged for what 
they need. 

He got the idea for the 
site from watching people 
he knew fail to capitalize on 
latent talents and cool stuff 
they had lying around, and 
he cites the fact that the aver- 
age American household has 
$7,000 worth of knick-knacks 
sitting idle as evidence that 
the idea will catch on. 

“I saw my friends strug- 
gling to monetize their idle 
assets and skills,” he said. “I 
thought we could use those 
things to create a social econ- 
omy.” 

Once people agree to buy 
and sell using his currency — 
called bonos — then the sys- 
tem will function just like a 
regular economy, with peo- 
ple buying and selling goods 
and services for agreed-upon 
amounts, Volsky said. The 
more people that use the ser- 
vice, the more types of prod- 
ucts and services can be ex- 
changed, he said. 

“With scale, diversity 
kind of takes care of itself,” 
he said. 


Both startups are looking 
to become profitable, but also 
in different ways. 

Emrals skims a percent 
off of each transaction made, 
while Igobono hopes to even- 
tually incorporate advertis- 
ing and a fee for businesses 
that want to participate. 

Each are in early stages of 
user recruitment, with Em- 
rals at about 300 users, and 
Igobono at 3,000. 

The latter has a base 
spread across the country, 
but the founder said his home 
borough is ripe for socially 
minded startups because the 
people here are up for trying 
things out for reasons beyond 
making money. 

“Brooklynites are espe- 
cially willing to experiment 
with new technology for so- 
cial change,” Volsky said. 

Techno Files 

Greenpoint-based crowd- 
funding platform Kick- 
starter is going Scandinavian 
and Irish. The company an- 
nounced on its blog this week 
that it will expand its services 
to Denmark, Norway, Swe- 
den, and Ireland. Fund-raising 


campaigns can be created in 
those countries now, but they 
cannot be launched until Oct. 
21, the company said. 

Instagram will host a 
pair of installations at this 
year’s Photoville exhibi- 
tion in Dumbo. “Here in 
the World: Voices of the 
Instagram Community,” 
includes images posted to 
Instagram by 70 artists se- 
lected by the company. “The 
Everyday Projects,” features 
photos from the various “@ 
everday” accounts that are 
based around the globe. The 
project is meant to show the 
everyday lives of people in 
parts of the world normally 
seen in the media in the con- 
text of war and strife. 

Brooklyn Museum is 

launching a new app that 
will allow its visitors to in- 
teract with the institution’s ex- 
perts about the exhibits they’re 
looking at. The initiative is 
slated to include more inter- 
active visitor features that 
will be rolled out over the 
next three years. The project
